WANTS NAVYS INCREASE 
Following the lines of his Armis- 


ice day speech, the president's mes- 
sage repeated his desire for passage 
tf the 15 cruiser bill now pending in 
h« senate. 


"The bill before the senate with 


he elimination of the time clause 
should be passed," he said, referring 
:o the section which provides that 
.he ships must be laid down within 
.hrea years. 


"I wish to repeat again for the 


jenefit of the timid and the suspic- 
ous," said the president, "that this 
country is neither militaristic nor 
mperialistic. 


"Many people at home and abroad, 
o constantly make this charge, 


are the same one? who are even 
more solicitous to have us extend as- 
sistance to foreign countries. When 
such assistance is granted, the in- 
evitable result is that we have for- 
eign interests. For us to refuse the 
ustomary support and protection of 
such interests would be rtl^ deroga- 
ion of the sovereignty of this nation. 
Our largest foreign interests are in 
the British empire, France and Italy. 
Because we are constantly solicitous 
for those interests, I doubt if anyone 
would suppose that those countries 
'eel we harbor toward them 
any 


militaristic or imperialistic design. 


"As for smaller countries, we cer- 


:ainly do not want any of them. We 
are more anxious than they are to 
have their 
sovereignty 
respected. 


Our entire influence is in behalf of 
their independence. Cuba stands as 
a witness to our adherence to this 
principle." 


The president also reiterated his 


opposition to putting the 
govern 


ment into the power or nitrate busi- 
ness in connection with legislation 
affecting the Colorado river or Mus- 
cle Shoals. Of the Colorado river 
he said a summary of the report of 
a board appointed to study that pro 
ject showed it preferred the Black 
Canyon site. He added that he felt 
warranted 
"in 
recommending a 


measure which 
will protect 
the 


rights of the states, discharge the 
necessary 
government 
functions, 


and leave the electrical field to pri 
vate enterprise." 


In connection with Muscle ShoaH 


President Coolidge suggested a di- 
vision of the property into "its two 
component parts of power and ni- 
trate plants' by which it would be 
possible to "dispose of the power, 
reserving the right to any concern 
that wished to make nitrates to use 
any power that might be needed for 
that purpose."

federal government "is doing and 
will continue to do all it can in this 
direction" and declared that the of- 
ficials in Washington were entitled 
to the cooperation of the states. 


The 'flood control, irrigation and 


domestic water purposes of the Boul- 
der Canyon dam project are phases 
into which the government extend- 
its functions, he said. 


Addressing himself to the .wage 


earner, Mr. Coolidge enunciated the 
doctrine of production as the only 
limit to profit and wages. 


"In its economic life," he said,

Washington, D. C. — When the 


Seventy-first Congress meets, whe- 
ther in extra session next spring or 
the regular session the following 
December, it will be faced with a 
series of contests greater in number 
than. these submitted to any Con- 
gress in the last few years. The pres- 
ent indications are that there will 
be no less than six of these ftom 
widely scattered sections of the 
country- 


While no formal notices have been 


served as yet it is understood that 
the following contests are impend-^ 
ing: 


Texas, Fourteenth district; Harry 


M. Wurzbach, Republican, contesting 
the seat of August McCloskey, Dem- 
ocrat. 


Missouri, Third district: 
H. P. 


Lawrence, 
Republican, 
contesting 


the seat of Jacob L. Milligan, Dem- 
ocrat. 
/ 


West Virginia, Sixth district: E. 


T. England, Republican, against Joe 
L. Smith, Democrat, although until 
the recount is completed it will not 
be known which will be contestant 
and which one contestee.

Pennsylvania, First district: Wil- 


liam L. Rooney, Democrat, contest- 
ing the seat of James M. Beck, Re- 
publican. 


Indiana, Seventh district: 
Ralph 


E. Updike, Sr., Republican, contest- 
ing the seat of Louis Ludlow^ Demo- 
crat. 


Utah, Second district: Joshua H. 


Paul, Democrat, contesting- the seat 
of Elmer O. Leatherwood, Republi- 
can. 


MEMBERS INVOLVED 


Among the principals 
of these 


probable contests "Wurzbach, Eng- 
land, Millig-an, JSeck, Updilke and 
Leatherwood are members of 
the 


present Congress ,and their teams 
will expire March 4. Both England 
and Beck won their seats in this 
Congress only after contests which 
were decided in their favor. Law- 
rence of Missouri is a former mem- 
ber of the House, having been swept 
into office with the Harding Land- 
ilide of 1920, 
only fo be defeated two 


years later by Milligan, present in- 
cumbent. 


Probably the most spectacular of 


these contests will be the one JD be 
brought by Congressman Wurzbach, 
the lone Republican, who on the 
face of the returns, appears to have 
defeated Wurzbach by about 300 
votes and who thus will receive the 
certificate of election. 
Like Law- 


rence, Wurzbach first came to Con- 
gress In 1920, defeating Carlos Boe, 
brother-in-law of former Postmas- 
ter General Burleson. He succeed- 
ed, however, in holding his place 
until this year, although the dis- 
trict is normally Democratic. 
It 


looks like the irony of fate that this 
year, when, for the first time since 
the days of Reconstruction, Texas, 
will cast its electoral vote for a Re- 
publican presidential candidate, the 
party should lose its only represen- 
tative from that state in the house. 


WAS LONG FIGHT 


The reason for this seeming In- 


congruity, however, is not hard to 
find. Almost since the day he was 
sworn in Wurzbach has been at 
sword's points with R. B. Creager, 
Republican -national committeeman 
from Texas, on questions involving 
federal patronage. Creager was a 
close personal friend of the late 
President Harding and dominated 
the patronage situation in Texas, 
Wurzbach being recognized only for 
the appointments within his own dis- 
trict. That arrangement has continu- 
ed through the administration of 
President Coolidge and since Greaser 
was one of the first National Com- 
mitteemen to come out for President- 
elect Hoover even before the Kansas 
City convention, it probably will con- 
tinue. Wurzbach, on the 
other 


hand, did not come out for Hoover 
and he headed a contesting delega- 
tion to the convention, bwt it was 
not seated. He returned to Texas 
and was renominated for his seat in 
Congress but it is a safe assumption 
received no administration support 
at the election.

rnitteeman Crcagor, however, Wurz- 
bach several times has appealed to 
his colleai.;:es in the H use over re- 
fusal of cabinet officers, ,>articwlarly 
the Postmaster General, to accept his 
recommendations on appointments.

Ing a family here contracted small 
pox. The family, consisting of a man, 
wife, and four children then were 
informed they 
would 
either 
be 


quarantined or could submit to. vac- 
cination. 
They hesitated and the 


home was quarantined. A few days 
later the head of the family came 
to Dr. Dohearty, and asked if the 
family could be released, if members 
submitted to vaccination. 
He was 


told they could and apparently the 
wife and children freely submitted 
to the vaccination and. there was no 
further outbreak of the disease. 


A few days ago it is reported, the 


family became aware of the fact 
it could collect damages if vaccina- 
tion was forced and has intimated a 
-claim would be lodged against the 
city. The matter was taken to the 
city council first; where Alderman 
Mark Catlin took the floor and 
warned against the practice of en- 
tering a home to vaccinate without 
permission. The party at that time 
was refused permission to address 
the council by Mayor A. C. Rule. 


Saturday the case was brought be-' 


fore the board of health at the re- 
quest of Alderman Harvey Priebe. 
Again the mayor refused the com- 
plainant permission to address the 
board and after conferring with the 
health nurse and Dr. Dohearty about 
the case the board went on record 
as approving the physician's action 
and denying claim for damage if ac- 
tion fs started, against the city.

When such a person crippled a 
child for life, perhaps making him a 
public charge, or killed or maimed a

tion was created that seemed, in the 
opinion of the people of Massachu- 
setts, to be fully answered with a lia- 
bility insurance policy insuring pay- 
~ment to those hurt by the carelessness. 
of the driver. In this respect Massa- 
chusetts became a pioneer, was willing 
to experiment with the situation suffi- 
ciently to ascertain whether its theory- 
would work out in practice,'and as is 
the case with so many theories prac- 
tice "has demonstrated that the new 
law is not all that was hoped for it. 


In the first place liability insurance 


rates have mounted high, though in 
Massachusetts, as in most states, such 
rates are subject to regulation by the 
state so that the increases could not 
be charged to the mere greed or cupid- 
ity of the insurance companiesT3;After,- 
twelve months experience witS the * 
new law if was found that the pre- 
miums were greatly insufficient to pay 
the damages. With the actual figures 
before him the insurance commission- 
er of Massachusetts announced that 
the liability insurance rates -would 
have to be doubled.

. where before only serious or material 


injuries became the subject of contro- 
versy. This litigation has been foment- 
ed and augmented by a class of law- 
yers who serve no useful purpose, and 
Tirho seem to be the greatest winners, 
pocketing fees entirely disproportion- 
ate to the value of their services. The 
net result is that the insurance com- 
panies have been compelled to pay 
large sums for little injuries, write 
checks for merely wounded feelings, 
scares and frights, employ a constant- 
ly increasing army of lawyers and in- 
vestigators, the expense of which is all 
charged against the risks carried. 
Could these conditions be removed 
there remains still the undesirable sit- 
uation resulting when a jury knowing 
that in fact an insurance company is 
involved becomes unduly generous 
either in deciding the case or in fixing 
the amount of damages. 


It is up to Massachusetts to con- 


tinue to wrestle with the problem. It 
may be able to surround the enforce- 
ment of this law with such safeguards 
as will prevent its abuses.

A boric acid solu- 
tion is all right for temporary or 
occasional use; and the addition of 
a little camphor water to this (tho 
less than you mention) _aiay make

there is irritation, tho I should not 
advise the* habitual use of camphor 
water in the eyes. 
The Oil Burners Add to the Gloom 


Please throw a little light on, or 


give us any advice you can about 
the smoke nuisance. I refer partic* 
ularly to the smell that comes from 
the numerous oil burning furnaces, 
oil fumes We get this 24 hours a 
day. We wonder if-there is peril in 
it, besides the annoyance. (H. S. J.) 


Answer—You raise an interesting 


and timely~question. So far as I can 
learn there has been no indication 
of any particular injury to 
health 


from this source, other than the con- 
tribution of faulty burners to the 
smoke nuisance. Smoke in a city or 
anywhere else is injurious to the 
health of every one. It shuts off a 
considerable proportion of health giv- 
ing ultraviolet rays of sunlight. In 
every community now there is a bur- 
eau, organization or body charged 
with the regulation, control or sup- 
pression of. the smoke nu.sance, bvt 
the black pall seems to be increasing 
in spite of these nominal checks. If 
business can make an extra dollar by 
polluting the atmosphere with smoke, 
who dare complain? If the 
stoker 


prefers to pour out clouds of smoke 
from the stack rather than bother 
with the smoke consuming j;mracks, 
who in the afflicted neighborhood 
has the temerity to swear out the 
warrant? This smoke nuisance is an 
evil the people just elect to endure 
out of deference to industry, busi- 
ness or some other interest in the 
community. But after aH, no inter- 
est, not even a charitable one, should 
be permitted"to impose on the public 
welfare.

"The greatest change,' said Mr. 


Doudna, "is the scientific attitude 
toward education. Years ago teach- 
ers taught just what was taught 
them. Today they accumulate the 
facts and test them sclentiricially be- 
fore they present them to the chil- 
dren. New methods of psychology, al- 
so, help the teacher to use the pro- 
-per methods of teaching and to un- 
derstand the emotions of the 
sub- 


jects with which she is working." 


The speaker also pointed out the 


great changes in the curriculum, the 
different material used _i teaching 
spelling, arithmetic and English. He 
described the old way of teaching 
spellin^—the long list of hard words 
the ordinary person never uses in 
his vocabulary, and the pitiful dis- 
regard of the common words every 
school child should know how to 
spell.

"The common barberry bush, once 


prized as a ornamental shrub be- 
cause of its attractive appearance, 
is the object of a widespread hunt 
in 13 north central states, for it has

stem rust among grain crops. This 
disease attacks small grain, such as 
wheat, rye, oats and barley, as well 
as some of the common 
grasses. 


Rust takes a heavy annual toll in the

been made in removing the source 
of stem rust infection, the bar- 
berry is still a foe of immediate con- 
cern to "Wisconsin citizens. It must 
not be given a chance to recover in 
the areas from which it has been re- 
moved.

Henry L.. Stimson, former Secret- 
ary of War and now Governor Gen- 
eral of the Philippine Islands, who 
secured an agreement that warfare 
should cease, a national 
election 


should 'he held and peace should be 
restored." Both parties conscientious- 
ly carried out this agreement, with 
thp exception of a few bandits Who 
later mostly surrendered or left the 
country. President Diaz appointed 
Brig. Gen. Frank R. McCoy; United 
States Ariny, president of the elec- 
tion board, which included-also one 
member of each political party. 


A free and fair election has been 


held and has worked out so suc- 
cessfully that both parties 
have 


joined in requesting like coopera- 
tion from the country at the elec- 
tion four years hence, to which I 
have refrained from 
making any 


commitments, although our 
coun- 


try must be gratified at such an ex- 
hibition of success and appreciation.

TACNA-ARICA 


The long-standing differences be-

MEXICO 


Our relations with Mexico are on

Many misunderstandings have been 
resolved and the most frank and 
friendly, negotiations promise a final 
adjustment of all unsettled ques- 
tions. It is exceedingly gratifying 
that Ambassador Morrow has been 
able to bring our two neighboring 
countries, which have so many in- 
terests in common, to a position of 
confidence in each other and of re- 
spect for mutual sovereign rights. 


CHINA

their settlement. There would also 
be advantages to our trade.

Austria seeks. The Congress has al- 
ready granted Austria a long-time 
moratorium, which it 3s understood 
vrill be traivcd and immediate pay- 
ments begun on her debt on the 
some barfs -which -we have extend- 
ed to other countries. 


PEACE TREATY 


One of the most important trea- 


ties ever laid before the Senate of 
the United States -will be that which 
the 15 nations rc-ccntly signed at 
Paris, and to which 44 other 
na- 


tions have declared their intention 
lo adhere, renouncing -rrar as a na- 
tional policy and agreeing to resort 
only to peaceful means for the ad- 
justment of international 
differen- 
ces. It 3s the most solemn declara- 
tion against -war, the most positive 
adherence to peace-, that it is pos- 
sjble for sovereign nations to make. 
It doe« not superset our inalienable 
sovereitm right and duty of 
na- 


tional defense or undertake to com- 
mit us before the event to any mode 
of action which the Congress might 
decide to be wise if ever the treaty 
should b<> broken. But 3t 5s a new 
standard 5n the -norid around which 
can rally the informed and enlight- 
ened opinion of nations to prevent 
their governments from being forc- 
«J into hostile action by the tem- 
porary outbreak of mtcrnational 
animosities. The observance of this

the nations. 


NATIONAL, DEFENSE 


The first duty of our government 


to Its own citizens and foreigners 
within its borders Is the preserva- 
tion of order. Unless and 
until 


that duty is met a government is 
not even eligible 
for recognition 


among the family of nations. The 
advancement of world 
civilization 


likewise Is dependent upon that or- 
der among the people of 
different 


countries which we term peace. To 
insure our citizens against the in- 
fringement of their legal rights at 
home and abroad, to preserve order, 
liberty, and peace by making the 
law supreme, we have an army and 
a navy. 


Both of these are organized for de- 


fensive purposes. Our army could 
not be much reduced, but does not 
need to be increased. Such new 
housing and repairs as are neces- 
sary are under way and the 5-year 
program in aviation Is being put 
into effect in both branches of our 
service. 


Our navy, according to generally 


accepted standards, is deficient in 
cruisers. We have 10 comparatively 
new vessels, 22 that are old, and 8 
to be built. It is evident that re- 
newals and- replacements must be 
provided. This matter was 
thor- 


oughly canvassed at the last'session 
of the congress and does not need 
restatement. The bill before the 
senate with the elimination of the 
ime clause should' be passed. We 
lave no intention of competing with 
any other country. This building 
program is for necessary replace- 
ments and Jo meet our needs for de- 
ense. 


The cost of national defense is 


tupendous. It has increased |118,- 
00,000 in the past four years. The 
stimated expenditure for 1930 is 
668,000,000. While this is made up 
f many items it is, after all, mostly 
ependent upon numbers. Our de- 
ensive needs do not call for any 
ncrease in the number of men in 
tie army or the navy. We have 
eached the limit of what we ought 
o expend for that purpose. 


I wish to repeat again for the 
enefit of the timid and suspicious 
hat this country is neither militar- 
stic nor imperialistic. 
Many peo- 


le at home and abroad, who con- 
tantly make this charge, are the 
ame ones who are even more so- 
citous to have us extend assistance 
o foreign countries. When such 
assistance is granted, the inevitable 
esult is that we have foreign iffter- 
sts. For us to refuse the custom- 
ry support and protection of such 
nterests would be in derogation of 


sovereignty of this nation. Our 


argest foreign interests are in the 
Jritish Empire, France, and Italy. 
3ecause we are constantly solicitous 
or those interests, I doubt if any- 
ne would suppose that those coun- 
ries feel we harbor toward them1 
,ny militaristic or imperialistic de- 
ign. As for smaller countries/we 
ertainly do not -want any of them. 
Ve are more anxious than they are 
o have their sovereignty respected, 
ur entire influence is in behalf of 
leir independence. Cuba stands as 
witness to our adherence to this 
rinciple.

Demands 
for airplanes and motors have taxed 
both the industry and the licensing 
and inspection service of the flDe- 
partment of Commerce to their ca- 
censing provisions of the air com- 
pacity. 
While the compulsory li- 


merce^ act-apply only to equipment 
and personnel engaged in interstate 
and foreign 
commerce, a Federal 


license may be procured by anyone 
possessing the necessary qualifica- 
tions. State legislation, local airport 
regulations, and insurance require- 
ments make such a license prac- 
in uniformity of regulation and in- 
tically indispensable. 
This results 


creased safety in operation, which 
are essential to aeronautical devel- 
opment. Over 17,000 young 
men 


and women have now applied for 
Federal air-pilot's licenses or per- 
mits. More than 80 per cent of them 
applied during the past year. 


Our national airway system ex- 


:eeds 14,000 miles in length and has

Meanwhile it should be our 
policy to maintain necessary strateg- 
ic lines under the Government oper- 
ation until they can be transferred 
to private capital. 


INTER-AMERICAN HIGHWAY 
In my message last last year I ex- 


pressed the view that we should lend 
our encouragement for more good 
roads to all the principal points on 
this hemisphere south of the -Rio 
Grande. My view has not changed. 
The Pan American Union has re- 
cently indorsed It. In some of the 
countries to the south a great deal 
of progress is being made in road 
building. In others engineering fea- 
tures are often exacting and finan- 
cing difficult. 
As those countries 


ente.r upon programs for road build- 
ing we should be ready to contri- 
bute from, our abundant experience 
to make their task easier of accom- 
plishment. I prefer not to go into 
civil life to accomplish this end. We 
already furnish military and naval 
advisors and following this preced- 
ent we could draw competent men 
from these same sources and from 
the Department of Agriculture. 


We should provide our southern 


neighbors, if they request it, with, 
such engineer advisors for the con- 
struction of roads'and bridges. Pri- 
vate interest should look with favor 
upon all reasonable loans sought by 
these countries to open main lines/ 
of travel. Such assistance should be 
given especially to any project for 
a highway designed to connect all 
the countries on this 
hemisphere 


and thus facilitate intercourse and 
closer relations among them. 


AIR MAIL SERVICE

This will give us a circle around 
the Caribbean under our own con- 
trol. Additional connections will be 
made at Colon with a route run- 
ning down the west coast of South 
America as far as Concepcion, Chile, 
and with the French air mail at 
Paramaribo running down the east- 
ern coast of South America. The air 
service already spans our continent, 
with laterals running to Mexico and 
Canada, and covering a daily flight 
of over 28,000 miles, with an average 
cargo of 15,000 pounds. 


WATERWAYS 


Our river and harbor improve- 


ments are proceeding with vigor. In 
the past few years we have increas- 
ed the appropriation for this regu- 
lar work $28,000,000, besides what is 
to be expended on flood control. The 
total appropriation for this year was 
over 191,000,000. The Ohio River is 
almost ready for opening; work on 
the Missouri and other rivers is 
under way. In accordance with the 
Mississippi flood law Army engineers 
are making investigations and sur- 
veys on other streams throughout 
the country with a view to flood 
control, navigation, waterpower and 
irrigation. Our barge lines are be- 
ing operated under generous appro- 
priations and negotiations are devel- 
oping relative to the St. Lawrence 
waterway. 
To secure the largest 


benefits from all these waterways 
joint rates must be established with 
tha railroads, preferably by agree- 
ment, but otherwise as a result of 
congressional action. 


We have recently passed several 


river and harbor bills. The work 
ordered by the Congress, not yet 
completed, will cost about $243,000,- 
000, besides/the hundreds of millions 
to be spent on the Mississippi flood 
way. Until we can see our way out 
of this expense no further river^and 
harbor legislation should be passed, 
as expenditures to put it into effect 
would be four or five years awav. 
IRRIGATION OF ARID LANDS 
For many years\the Federal Gov- 


ernment has been committed to the 
wise policy of reclamation, and irri- 
gation. While it has met with some 
failures due to unwise selection of 
projects and /lack of thorough soil 
surveys, so that they could not be 
placed on a sound business basis, on 
the -whole the service has been of 
such incalculable benefit in so many 
States tbat no one would advocate 
its abandonment. The program to 
which- we are already committed, 
providing for the construction 
'of 


new projects authorized 
by Con- 


gress and the completion of old pro- 
jects, will tax the resources of the 
reclamation fund over a period of 
years. The high cost of improving 
and equipping farms adds to the dif- 
ficulty ofNsec'?ring settlers for vac- 
ant farms on Federal projects. 


Readjustments authorized by the 


reclamation relief act of May 25, 
1326, have- given more 
favorable 


terms of repavement to settlers. 
These new financial arrangements 
and the general prosperity on irri- 
gation projects have resulted in In- 
creased collections by the 3>epart- 
ment of the Interior of charges due 
the reclamation fund. Nevertheless, 
the demand for still smaller yearly 
payments on some projects contin- 
ues. These conditions should have 
consideration in connection -with any 
proposed new projects. 
; 


COLORADO RIVER 


For several years the Congress has 


considered the erection of a dam on 1 
the Colorado River for flood-control, 
Irrigation and domestSc water pur- • 
poses, all of which may properly be 
considered as Government functions, j 
There would be an incidental crea- j 
tion of -water power which could be 
used for generating electricity. As 
private enterprise can very -well fin 
this field, there is no need for the 
Government to go Into it. It is un- 
fortunate tbat the Plates Interested 
in this water have been unable to 
agree among themselves. Neverthe- 
less, any legislation should give eve- 
ry possible safeguard to the present 
and prospective rights of each of 
them. 


appointed to consider the engineer- 
ing and economic feasibility of this 
project. 
From the short summary 


which I have seen of it, I Judge they 
consider the engineering problems 
can be met at somewhat Increased 
cost over previous estimates. They 
prefer the Black Canyon site. On 
th© economic features they are not

MUSCLE SHOALS 


The development of other methods 


of /producing nitrates will ^probably 
render this plant less important for 
the purpose than formerly. 
But 


we have it and I am told it still pro- 
vides a pratcical method of making 
nitrates for national defense and 
farm fertilizers. 
By dividing the 


property 
into its two component 


parts of power and''nitrate plants 
it would be possible to dispose of the 
power, reserving the right to any 
concern that wished to make ni- 
trates to use any power that might 
be needed for that purpose. Such a 
dispositon of the power plant can be 
made that will return In rental about 
$2,000,000 per year. If the Congress 
would grant the Secretary of War 
authority to lease the-nitrate plant 
on such terms as would insure the 
largest production of nitrates, the 
entire property co.uld be begin to 
function. 
Such a division, I am 


aware, has never seemed to (appeal 
to the Congress. I should also glad- 
ly approve a bill granting authority 
to lease the entire property for the 
production of nitrates. 


I wish to avoid building another 


dam at public expense. 
Future 


operators should provide for that 
themselves. But if they were to be 
required to repay the cost of'such' 
dam with the prevailing commercial 
rates for interest, this difiiculty will 
be considerably lessened. Nor do I 
think this property should be made 
a vehicle for putting the United 
States Government indiscriminately 
into the private and retail field of 
power distribution and nitrate sales. 


CONSERVATION 


The practical application of econ- 


omy to the resources^ of the- country- 
calls for conservation. This does not 
mean that every resource should 
not be developed to its full degree.- 
but it means that none of them 
should be wasted. We have a con- 
servation Board working on our oil 
problem. This is of the utmost im- 
portance to the future well-being of 
our people in this age of oil-burning 
engines and the general application 
of gasoline to transportation. The 
Secretary of the Interior should not 
be compelled to lease oil lands of the 
Osage Indians when the market is 
depressed and the""future supply- is 
in jeopardy. 


While are area of lands remaining 


in public ownership is small, com- 
pared with the vast area in private 
ownership, the natural resources of 
those in public ownership are of 
immense present and future value. 
This is particularly true as to min- 
erals and water power. The proper 
bureaus have been classifying these 
resources to the end that they may 
be conserved. 
Appropriate esti- 


mates are being submitted, in the 
Budget, for the further prosecution 
of this important work.' 


IMMIGRATION 


The policy of restrictive immigra- 


tion should be maintained. 
Au- 


thority should be granted the Secre- 
tary of Labor to give immediate 
preference to learned professions and 
experts essential to new Industries. 
The reuniting of families should be 
expedited. 
Our immigration 
and 


naturalization laws might well be 
codified. 


the averages saUiry of the corre- 
sponding 405,263 was $1,969. This 
was an increase in' six years o£ 
nearly 53 per cent. On top of this 
was tlhe, genefous increase made 
at the last session of the Congress 
generally applicable to Federal em- 
ployees and another bill increasing;

EDUCATION 


Through the Bureau of Educa- 


tion of the Department of the In- 
terior the Federal Government, act- 
ing in an 'informative,, and advisoiry 
capacity, has rendered'valuable ser- 
vice. While this province belongs 
peculiarly to the States, yet the 
promotion of education and efficien- 
cy in 
educational methods is a 


general responsibility of the Feder- 
al! Government. A survey of negro 
colleges and universities in 
the 


United States has just been com- 
pleted by the Bureau of Education 
through funds provided by the in\ 
stitutions themselves and through' 
private sources. The present status 
of negro higher education was de- 
termined 
and 
recommendations 


were made for its 
advancement. 


This was one of the numerous co- 
operatvie undertakings of the bu- 
reau. ""Following the invitation of 
the Association of Land Grant Col- 
leges and^Universities, the Bureau 
of Education now has under way 
the survey of agricultural colleges, 
authorized by Congress. The pur- 
pose of the survey is to ascertain 
the accomplishments, the 
status, 


and the future objectives of this 
type of educational training. It is 
now proposed to undertake a sur- 
vey'of secondary schools, which ed- 
ucators insist is timely and essen- 
tial.

BEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE 
It is desirable that all the legal 


activities of the government be con- 
solidated under the supervision of 
the Attorney General. In -1870 it 
was felt necessary to create the De- 
partment of Jnstice for this purpose. 
During the intervening period, either 
through legislation creating law offi- 
cers or ..departmental action, addi- 
tional legal positions not under the 
supervision of the Attorney General 
have been provided until there are 
now over 900. Such a condition is 
as harmful to the interest of the 
government now as it was in. 1870, 
and should be corrected by appro- 
priate legislation. 


SPECIAL GOVERNMENT ^ 


COUNSEL 


In order to prosecute the oil cases, 


I suggested and the congress enact- 
ed a law providing for the appoint- 
ment of two special counsel. They 
have pursued their work with sig- 
nal ability, recovering.^!! the leased 
lands besides nearly §30,000,000 in 
money, and nearly-. ?17,000,000 
in

property. They find them- 


selves hampered by ar"statute, -which 
. the attorney general construes" as 


applying to them prohibiting their 
appearing for private clients before 
any department. For this reason, 
one has been compelled to ' resign. 
No good result is secured by the ap- 
plication of this rule to these counsel, 
and as Mr. Roberts has consented 
to take reappointment if the rule is 
abrogated I recommend the passage 
of-an amendment to the law creat- 
ing their 
office 
exempting them 


from the general rule against taking 
other cases involving the govern- 
ment. 


PROHIBITION , 


The country has duly adopted the 


eighteenth amendment.- Those who 
object- to it have the right to advo- 
cate 
its - modification 
or repeal. 


Meantime, it-is binding upon the na- 
tional and state governments and 
all our inhabitants. The federal en- 
.forcement bureau is making 
every 


effort to prevent violations, especial- 
-ly-through smuggling, manufacture, 
and "transportation, and to prose- 
cute generally' all violations- for 


" which it can. secure evidence. It is 


bound to'continue this policy. Under 


v£he terms of the constitution, how- 


ever, the obligation is equally on 
.the states to exercise the power 
which they have through the ex- 
ecutive, * legislative, 
judicial 
and 


police branches of their. govern- 
ments-in behalf 
of 
enforcement. 


The federal government is doing and 
•will continue to do all it can in this 
direction and is entitled to the active 
cooperation of the states. 


CONCLUSION 
— 


The country is in the midst of an 


era of prosperity 
more 
extensive 


and of peace more permanent than 
it has ever before experienced. But, 
having reached this position, we 
should not fail to comprehend that 
it can easily be lost. It needs more 
effort for its support than the less 
exalted places of the ivorld. We 
shall_no't be permitted to take our 
ease,, but shall continue to be re- 
quired to spend our days in unremit- 
ting toil. The actions of the gov- 
ernment must command the confi- 
dence of the country- Without this, 
our prosperity would be'' lost We 
must extend to other, countries the 
largest measure of generosity, mod- 
eration, and patience. In addition 
to dealing1 justly, we can well afford 
to walk humbly. 


The .end of government is to keep 


open the opportunity for a more 
abundant life. Peace and prosper- 
ity are1 not finalities; they are only 
methods- It is too easy under their 
Influence-for a nation to become 
selfish and degenerate- 
This test 


has come to the United States. Our 
country has been provided with the 
resources -with which it can enlarge 
its intellectual, moral, and spiritual 
life. The issue is in the hands of 
the people. Oar faith in man and 
God is the justification for the be- 
lief in our contlnuinr: success.

London—Although the very names 


"Socialist" 
and "House of Lords" 


seem antithetical, 
many 
Britons 


were surprised the other day to learn 
that in preparation for the coming 
session of Parliament, Lord Par- 
moor had been chosen as leader^ of 
the labor peers. The average voter, 
knowing how opposed Labor is to 
hereditary 
legislators, took it for 


granted that 
Labor was -without 


representation in the House of Lords. 


But, as a matter of fact, the Labor 


party has ten adherents. This is*a 
small number, considering that the 
House has 743 members, but the ten 
stand out and are far more potent 
than dozens of the Tory and Liberal 
peers. Everyone is a man of emin- 
ence. 
Most of them are compara- 


tively recent converts to Socialism. 
Three of them were made Lords by 
Ramsey MacDonald, the first Social- 
ist Premier England' ever had.

Th» Wisconsin Supreme, court 


Tuesday morning: upheld the JWiscon- 
sln Railroad commission ay issuing 
a writ of mandamus compelling the 
city of A]>pleton to build the Wiscon- 
sin-are viaduct, but the decision Is 
•without effect because the city al- 
.ready has awarded the contracts and 
construction has been started. 


The writ of mandamus was re- 


quested when Mayor A. C. Kule and 
several aldermen showed, a disposi- 
tion to resist the order of the railroad 
commission. While the suit 
was 


pending id. court the matter was re- 
ferred to the voters and in a refer- 
endum on Nov. 6 the people decided 
they wanted the viaduct. Following 
this referendum opposition in the 
council ceased, bids were 
received 


and a contract executed. 


REVERSE JUDGMENT 


The Supreme court 
reversed a 


judgment of circuit court here in 
the case of William E. Gehrke of 
New London against 
Thomas 
H. 


Cochran of Chicago, involving 
an 


automobile accident on Highway 25 
between Hortonville and New Lon- 
don on Sept. 25, 1926. Gehrke alleg- 
ed his car was struck by Cochran's 
machine when he turned on to the 
main highway from a side road and 
he sought $5,000 damages. A jury, 
however, said he was guilty of con- 
tributory 
negligence 
and 
found 


against him in circuit court here, 
but Gehrke's attorney 
objected to 


the court's instruction and took an 
appeal to the Supreme court. Bos-

Gehrke. 
The supreme _ court affirmed the 


decision of Judge Werner that a 
$30,000 mortgage held Tby the First 
Mortgage and Realty company of 
Kaukauna against the Congress ho- 
tel at Kaukauna, had prior claim to 
tha property over a number of liens 
filed by Kaukauna firms.

Plumbing company and W. C. Jacob- 
son, s. painter, who held liens to- 
taling about $2,700. 
They claimed

the mortgage. If they had won the 
suit, other holders of leins, totaling 
probably $4,000 or $5,000 more, might 
have benefitted. Judge Werner rul- 


" ed against them and the supreme 


court upheld the decision.
